REGULAR FLIGHTS 
TO FRANCE NEAR 


| Six-Month Agreement Per- 
mits Maximum of Four — 
Trips Per Week. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—()— 
A preliminary step for a commer- 
cial air line between France and 
the United States was taken to- 
day when France granted a six- 
months’ permit enabling one or 
more American transport lines to 
begin such service. 

Informed observers said

|have the effect of jolting the Brit- 
‘ish into action on an agreement 
reached with the United States in 
‘December, 1935, for trans-Atlan- 
tic service. 

Britain has not yet signified her 
‘readiness to carry out her part of 
this service, and the agreement 
specifies that both sides must start 
simultaneously. 

4 Trips Per Week. 

Even if Britain still holds back, 
Americans will be able to fly be- 
tween here and London by way of 


France. 

The United States 
France she “would be willing to 
enter into negotiations with the 
French government for the con- 
clusion of a reciprocal air trans- 
port agreement,” the State Depart- 
ment announced. 

The permit granted by France 
calls for a maximum of four 
round trips per week for a period 
of six months from the date of the 
first flight. The American em- 
bassy in Paris told the French 
government that one or more 
‘American companies would be 
prepared “to commence trans-At- 
lantic air service within the near 
future.” 

May Cancel Permit. 

If France applies to the. United 
States for a similar permit and 
her application is denied, France 
Is given the right to cancel the 
six months’ permit. 

The State Department did not 
announce the names of air trans- 
port companies ready to begin 
service. However, the Pan-Amer- 
ican Airways and the American 
Export Airlines, Inc., are most 
prominently mentioned. 

The route to be followed was 
not mentioned, but it is known 
Pan-American Airways has per- 
mission from the Portuguese gov- 
ernment to use the Azores islands 
as a midway landing point.

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THE NEWS FROM MEXICO 

When a nominally democratic country, such 
as Mexico, begins to expel foreign newspaper- 
men because their correspondence offends the 
party in power, it is time to hoist danger sig- 
nals. Particularly is this the case in the ex- 
pulsion, by Mexico, of Frank L. Kluckhohn, 
correspondent of the New York Times and gen- 
erally recognized in the profession as an able, 
conscientious reporter. 

The order to leave the country came not as 
a result of inaccuracies, but because of too great 
an ability to provide information concerning 
the government which, after repeated denials, 
was in each instance later substantiated. The 
barter agreement and the growing alignment 
with Germany were among articles which drew 
the fire of the official Mexican press bureau. 
These things today emerge as realities, and it is 
quite apparent that propaganda and suppres- 
sion methods as well as trade goods are being 
imported from Europe. 

Kluckhohn’s expulsion is not the outgrowth 
of weeks or months of able work, but is the 
culmination of events which transpired over a 
long period of time and which reflected the de- 
termination of the Times and its representative 
to resist efforts of the Mexican government to 
dictate the tenor of news dispatches from that 
country. These efforts extended into this 
country, where the Mexican government was 
able to enlist the sympathies of a so-called 
liberal group which lent itself to an attempt to 
discredit Kluckhohn in the eyes of his em- 
ployers and the general public. 

The Cardenas administration, which from 
the start has displayed marked totalitarian 
tendencies, has represented itself to these so- 
called liberals as socialistic in its goal. Indeed, 
it has pursued certain socialistic policies which, 
however, have been prostituted in an increasing 
swing toward authoritarianism. The cloak of 
liberalism has been retained to mask these ac- 


tivities. 

It has been said by some that the attitude 
of the United States government and the oil 
corporations has forced Mexico to turn to 
Germany and Japan and Italy for trade. There 
is some: merit in the contention, but its con- 
sideration cannot be taken seriously when the 
normal channels of news information are stop- 
ped, and when the American public is provided 
only news which the Mexican government de- 
sires transmitted to this country. This attempt 
at control is not new, it having been reported 
by Kluckhohn some six months ago. Conse- 
quently the expulsion may be taken to reflect 
the fact that this American correspondent was 
upholding the best traditions of a free press in 
the face of both direct and indirect attempts 
to silence him. It is difficult to see how those 
in this country who lent themselves to the cam- 
paign of the Mexican government can now 
justify their position. Unless they, too, would 
fetter the press to their own ends. 

Inherent in the Kluckhohn case is the dan- 
ger of government control of news affecting 
government, a practice which the congress of 
this country has attempted to bar, and which 
may be expected to be drawn under congres- 
sional fire during this session. The National 
Emergency Council, it has already been charged, 
is nothing more or less than a giant publicity 
bureau established in an attempt to bottleneck 
the news sources of government agencies. 
volume of publicity handouts emanating from 
governmental bureaus defies the congressional 
order which bars use of any funds for publicity 
purposes. 

The Mexican example gives food for thought. 


OF VITAL IMPORTANCE 

The measure introduced by Senator Millican, 
of Atlanta, seeking to make the ballot in Geor- 
gia truly secret, is among the most important 
that can be introduced at this session of the 
state legislature. 

Theoretically Georgia has had, for years, the 
“secret ballot.’ Yet, im actual practice, it has 
always been possible for election workers, if 
interested, to discover how any individual vot- 
ed. This through the system of 
lots for the purpose of checking the individual 
voters against the registry lists. 

Senator Millican asserts the form of ballot 
proposed in his bill will successfully shroud the 
identity of each voter, yet leave it possible to 
check against the tally sheets. This will be 
accomplished through a type of ballot in sec- 


tions. One, which goes into the ballot box, will |

votes shown. The other part will be subdivided 
again, one stub carrying the name of the voter 
and his number, the other the number only.

Certainly there can 
be no honest, logical opposition to anything 
designed to protect the secrecy of the ballot. 
On a secret ballot the theory of democratic 
government is founded. Without a secret bal- 


Jot, the door is opened to possible fraud, to 


pollution of elections and to all the evils that 
a purchasable ballot bring. 


A RECORD OF SERVICE 

The retirement of George F. Longino from 
the Fulton board of commissioners brings to a 
close a period of service to the people of the 
county marked by many worthy achievements, 
Mr. Longino was on the board for eight years 
and, during that time, served as chairman of 
the finance committee and chairman of the 
board. 

He was known for his reiterated insistence 
on curtailment of county expenditures, several 
times forcing the cutting off of unnecessary 
items of cost, thus bringing about an economy 
that redounded to the benefit of citizens in per- 
mitting improvement in more essential services. 

His place on the board will be difficult to 
fill and it is with county-wide regret that he 
ends his public service, at least for the: present. 
His loss will be felt, regardless of who is elected 
to fill the vacancy caused by his retirement. 

Among Mr. Longino’s final recommendations 
is one that a county manager be named, to be 
responsible for all activities of the county gov- 
ernment. Regardless of the fate of the recom- 
mendation, even regardless of its advisability, 
there can be no doubt the thought was prompt- 
ed by the desire to provide every possible serv- 
ice for every tax dollar expended. For that was 
the constant aim of the retiring member of 
the board. 


WHAT OF RUSSIA? 

Reiterated rumors, seeping through the strict 
censorship bars of the Russian Soviet, indicate 
that the Stalin government is today facing the 
most serious crisis of its existence. 

There are reports, sufficiently authenticated 
to be worthy of serious attention, that a virtual 
state of revolution exists in many parts of the 
Soviet. Recent decrees by Stalin, expanding 
production and lowering rates of pay, are said 
to have so aroused the resentment of the indus- 
trial workers and the peasant class on the 
farms, that riots and outbreaks of force are 
spreading all over the country. 

The usual Stalin. reply to such threats, 
wholesale “purges” of the disaffected, by means 
of the firing squad, is reported to be less effec- 
tive now than in previous abortive revolts. The 
resentment by the people against their miseries 
is stronger, the determination to bring about a 
change, is fiercer. 

If, as may be true, the days of Communist 
rule in Russia are numbered, the effect on 
European politics, and the world; will be tre- 
mendous. Internal ‘strife in Russia would re- 
move that fear of the Bear which has acted, 
in some degree at least, to restrain German 
Hitler’s ambitions for expansion to the east. 
There is at least the probability that Germany 
and Poland would, if they thought Russia was 
helpless to prevent it, attempt to dismember the 
Soviet and to separate Georgia and the Ukraine 
from the U.S. S. R. 

Meanwhile the democracies wait, preparing 
to fight in defense of their own lands and pos- 
Sessions, but determined not to be lured into 
any war for any lesser cause. For they know 
that time fights on their side. In such totali- 
tarian governments as those of Russia, of Ger- 
many, of Italy and of Japan, there is always 
present the germ that will, eventually, bring 
about their own dissolution and death. Time 
fights on the side of democracy. 


THE TRUTH HURTS 

There is an old adage that a “hit dog hol- 
lers,” which jumps to mind when one reads of 
Italian sensitiveness to French jibes at the 
bravery of Il Duce’s soldiers. 

While there are undoubtedly many brave and 
fine Italians, the actions of regiments from 
certain sections of Italy both in the World War, 
at Caporetta, and in the Spanish war, at 
Guadalajara, leave considerable room for cast- 
ing a dubious eye at the value of Italian troops. 

The Ethiopian campaign did nothing to en- 
hance the reputation of the Duce’s army, since 
there was nothing accomplished except the 
chasing of a poor, benighted people from the 
cover of tanks, armored cars and with machine 
guns and light field pieces, utilized against a 
poorly armed, poorly equipped and poorly 
trained foe. 

In this last Spanish campaign, great stress 
was laid upon the participation of Italian forces, 
but it will be noted the heavy assaults have 
been carried by the Navarrese troops of General 
Franco, with the Italians used mainly for “mop- 
ping up” operations. It is small. wonder, then, 
that the French newspapers comment that, in a 
test of battle, the French would “mop up” these 
“mopper-uppers.” 

The strangest part of it all is that the most 
authoritative Italian editor, Virginio Gayda, 
finds it necessary to answer these jibes of a 
more or less obscure section of the Parisian 
press. Somebody must have been hit—and 
hard.

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THE CAPITAL PARADE

WROTH AT LABOR BOARD WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.— 


: There is a distinct chance that 
lawmakers anxious to reform the National Labor Relations Board 
will find the White House in rather co-operative mood. The truth 
is that the President and his lieutenants, while keeping mum for 
political reasons, are thoroughly annoyed with the board. 

The two’commonest criticisms of the NLRB are that it is a one- 
sided court, allowing no appeal by employers, and that its staff is 
infested with extreme left-wingers, burning with the’ usual blind 
zeal of the extreme left. The criticisms originate among the Presi- 
dent’s enemies. Surprisingly enough, the White House general staff 
assents to both of them in part. The White House annoyance with 
the board flows from the conviction that, if the board had been 
reasonably discreet, there need have been no loopholes for attack. 
It’s now feared that the board’s indiscretions will excuse a regular 
ripper bill, tearing the essential vitals out of the labor relations act. 


REFORMERS WITHOUT Some time ago, White House emis- 

saries even made a positive effort 
to persuade the NLRB to reform itself. The sections referring to 
employers in the labor relations act are somewhat vague. The 
board has ruled that they mean employers have no legal recourse 
to the board. Among the lawyers of the White House general staff, 
many of whom are eminently qualified, a contrary view prevails. 
They hold. that, in cases of factional and jurisdictional labor dis- 
putes, when the unions involved do not wish to call in the board, 
the employer may enter a complaint. They say that, while the 
board may not make the employer a party to the proceedings, it 
is authorized to hear his complaint and intervene in the labor dis- 
pute at his request. 

It was this interpretation of the statute which the emissaries of 
the White House urged the board to adopt. While it would scarcely 
meet the demands of industry, it would go far toward nullifying the 
attacks on the board. But the board members took the line that 
they were a judicial body, as independent as a hog on ice. They 
flatly refused to reverse themselves, and there the matter ended. 

Political tact is scarcely the board’s forte, in fact. In spite of 
the roar of denunciation to which they are being subjected, board 
spokesmen still maintain that employers don’t really want recourse 
to the board., They claim that a confidential survey revealed that 
less than 5 per cent of the employers would use the right of appeal 
if they had it. All of which does not alter the fact that the board 
is on a hot spot, and the sooner it gets off the better. 


REBELS WITHIN As for the existence of a group of extreme 

left-wingers among the board’s personnel, 
this too has caused serious concern among New Dealers commonly 
regarded as pretty radical themselves. The charge has been looked 
into, and the New Dealers have satisfied themselves that it is fairly 
well supported. . For fear of shouts of “red-baiting,” nothing defi- 
nite has been done. But there has been talk of getting Chairman 
William O. Douglas, of the Securities and Exchange Commission, 
to go in and clean up. The signs point to an eventual attempt to 
purge the board, as the AAA was purged years ago. 

The board’s left-wingers appear to be subordinate officials, with 
just enough power to do real harm. They are most troublesome 
to the regional administrators, whose staffs are appointed from 
Washington. Some time ago, Mrs. Elinore Herrick, administrator 
of the important New York region, led several of her colleagues in 
a rebellion against the board. Some of the charges the rebels 
brought to Washington were pretty nasty. For example, one said 
that, as the office workers could not be trusted, it was necessary 
to transact confidential business outside the regional offices. But 
the rebellion was quashed, and now even its occurrence will prob- 
ably be denied. 

Considering the circumstances, it’s not surprising that the board’s 
real friends may feel unable to fight for it. Even Senator Robert 
F. Wagner, author of the labor relations act, is maintaining a pas- 
Sive attitude. The President has abandoned his controversial nomi-

MR. ROGERS AND THE MAY COLT! The _ Constitution’s 


Mr. Kenneth Rogers,

MAD ANTHONY WAYNE Weynesboro is a charming Georgia 

town. There are a couple of 
charming stories concerning it.- It takes its name from General 
Anthony Wayne, called ““Mad Anthony,” of the Revolutionary War 
days. 

“Mad Anthony” was in Georgia for a campaign against the 
British and the Indians. He operated near Waynesboro. After his 
triumphs the state gave him a plantation in Georgia and he lived 
on it for a while. 

The story goes that even today, on a cold, clear night when the 
moon is gone, the ghost of Mad Anthony Wayne's troop may be 
heard going at a gallop through the hills around Waynesboro. 

One night, some years ago, when at a field trial in Waynesboro, 
we were disturbed one evening by a faint sound riding the cold, 
frosty air. It sounded like horses galloping. 

There were four of us sleeping in one room and we all sat up, 
listening. 

“It’s ‘Mad Anthony’ and his troop,” suggested one, as the noise 
became louder. 

Sure enough, it sounded so. We rushed to the window and 
flung up the sash. The clatter grew louder and there dashed by 
not a troop of horses but three of them with their riders, dimly 
seen like shadows on their backs. 

“It’s three of his troop lost,” said one of the four. 

Later on the riders came back. It seems there had been an argu- 
ment about the speed of some of the saddle horses and there had 
been a race at 3 o’clock in the morning. 

Nevertheless, Mad Anthony’s troop, or rather its ghost, does 
ride at Waynesboro. I’ve never heard them, but an old negro who 
cooked the barbecue one year told me he had heard them often. 
Once they rode right by his cabin. 


THE BOWIE KNIFE Not many people connect Georgia with 
the origin of the Bowie knife, famous in 
the history of Texas and the west. 

Yet it was Jim Bowie, born in Burke county near Waynesboro, 
who went west to Texas and who invented the “Bowie knife.” Not 
much is known of his origin. He went west early and he died, as 
everyone Knows, along with the rest of the men in the Alamo. 

Jim Bowie and Davie Crockett and the others from Georgia and 
Tennessee and Alabama, were the leaders in the old fort which is 
a part of the American tradition. 

Jim Bowie was with Crockett in the last stand against the horde 
of Mexicans who, after days of fighting, finally made their way 
over the walls. 

There was fighting from room to room and Jim Bowie died, his 
powder all gone, with his knife in his hand and a Mexican, dead 
from the knife, before him. 

Mad Anthony Wayne and Jim Bowie—two very fine traditions 
for one town to have.

When the Hard Jobs End, Hard 


Muscles End With Them 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


Most of us, having but a hazy recollection of our school histories, 
picture the America of Washington, Franklin and Jefferson as a 
land of peace, except while the Revolution was in progress. 

The picture is true of the Seaboard. New England and the 
coastal regions of Virginia and South Carolina were as civilized 
and as safe from Indian raids as they are now. 

But, while America had been settled for more than 150 years, 
the forests a few hundred miles west of tidewater were still the 
hunting grounds of Indians, and white settlers on the frontiers were 
never safe. 

Long before the Revolution, and for years after it, these settlers 
lived under constant threat of death. They were invaders, and the 
Indians were incited to make war upon them by their own chiefs 
and by other white men who had axes to grind. 

The French in Canada bought scalps from the Indians and 
equipped them with guns and ammunition. The French in New 
Orleans built forts up the Mississippi, and their agents also sup- 
plied the Indians and encouraged them to keep fighting. When the 
Revolution began, English agents operating from Florida and the 
British authorities in Canada persuaded the Indians to serve as allies 
and paid them well for scalps. And when the war was officially 
ended, and the Treaty of Paris had given Spain the territory of 
Florida with an indefinite northern border as reward for helping 
France, the Spaniards adopted the same old seed or gave the 
Indians every encouragement to make life miserable the frontier 
settlers. 

Living under such condtions; plowing or felling trees with a 
musket within reach; hunting, fighting bears, carrying heavy packs, 
enduring winter’s cold in primitive cabins, these frontier people 
became a tough breed, fearless, hard as iron and unconquerable. 

One authentic incident, reported by John P. Brown in his “Old 
Frontiers,” shows what kind of men they were. 

One David Hood, shot down by Indians while out hunting, 
feigned death to save his life. Despite fearful wounds made by three 
musket balls, he lay silent and limp while an Indian cut around 
his scalp with a dull flint knife and pulled it off by main strength. 
When he thought the Indians had gone and got up from the ground, 
a fourth musket ball struck him in the back. Yet he reached the fort 
and lived. Friends punctured his raw scalp with an awl so it would 
granulate and heal. 

At Nashville at one time there were 15 men and women who 
had been scalped. 

There is a law of compensation. Life is easy and safe now, but 
we grow soft and timid and quick to whine, while the lean, hard 


people still build empires.

Roosevelt Would Levy 


on Government Workers 
and Exempt Bondholders 
in Tapping New Sources 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—(UP) 
President Roosevelt told congress 
in forceful! today that tax- 
ation enjoyed by 
state, federal and municipal em- 
ployes and owners of tax-exempt 
bonds should be removed to make 
them bear the same tax burden as 
those who earn their livelihood in 
private employment. 

He challenged contentions that 
such levies are unconstitutional 
and said in urging enabling legis- 
lation that “it is not unreasonable 
to hope that judicial decision 
would pern mination of these 
immunitie 

Mr. Roosevelt outlined his views 
in a special message predicated 
on last year's New York Port Au- 
thority decision in which the su- 
preme court validated federal tax- 
ation of quasi-state employes. He 
said that the decision “had made 
an important and _ constructive 
contribution to the elimination of 
these inequitable immunities.”
